subconscious is many 
t i m e s 
more powerful 
than 
the

scious level of the “ self.” Some 
authorities put the ratio of sub­ 
conscious to conscious at about 
nine to one. Of 90 percent to 10 
percent. 
The 
subconscious 
is 
made up of 
“ d r i v e s,” 
“ in­ 
stincts,” 
“ impulses,” 
“ e m o- 
tions.” 
One s “ will power” operates 
only in the area of the conscious; 
it cannot 
control 
the 
subcon­ 
scious. The importance of this 
fact cannot be exaggerated. Its 
implications are of tremendous 
importance in the study of the 
“ problem of evil,” for one’s be­ 
havior is predominantly the re­ 
sult of one’s sub c o n s c i o u s 
“ drives,” “ instincts,” 
“ impuls­ 
es,” “ emotions,” 
Next week we shall consider 
how this complex basic nature of 
man leads to evil as inherent in 
the total process of life.

Recalls Service Activities

Blanche 
Motschman, 
Woman of the Week, says there ! 
are some things a veteran never i 
forgets. She herself will never : 
forget the injured men from the 
hospital ships who arrived 2000 
at a time in Camp Edwards, j 
Mass where she was stationed 
as a sergeant in W omen’s Army 
Corps. 
This accounts for Mrs. Motsch- 
m an’s interest in the American 
Legion. It accounts also for the 
fact that she accepted the posi­ 
tion as adjutant 
of District 7 
Sunday when she 
represented 
Circleville Legion at the conven­ 
tion of District 7 of Ohio Amer­ 
ican Legion. 
“The aim of the Legion,” Mrs. 
Motschman says, “ is the welfare 
and security of these men who 
will never be able to care for 
themselves again.” 
In regard to her new job as 
adjutant Mrs. Motschman says 
it will consist of secretarial work 
for District 7 which covers eight 
counties and includes 32 Amer­ 
ican Legion Posts. 
She is now supervisor of dis­ 
persements in Public Employes 
Retirement system.
